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Justices continue petitioning 
for Day Care Center in 
Sierra Madre 


Lawyer Steven Reed joined Miriam and Tom 
Justice in explaining to the City Council last Tuesday 
evening why the city should support the Planning 
Commission’s decision to allow the Justices to open a 
day care center at 647 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The decision will be handed down next Tuesday 
at the regular City Council meeting. 

Reed reiterated that Planning Commissioners 
had understood that the Justices have a license for 30 
full-time students only and that the children will be 
5 years and younger. 

“There is no other comparable facility in Sierra 
Madre,” Reed explained. 

Miriam Justice said it was her wish to help al¬ 
leviate the “tremendous need for adequate childcare. 
Over 9000 children are not provided for.” 

They need room for four infants, 0-24 months; 
10 children 2 years of age; eight children 3 years old; 
and eight children, all preschoolers, 4-5 years. 

Tom Justice invited seniors and other residents 
to “come over, read stories to the children.” 

Several others who supported the Justices were 
Heather Twedell Banis, Phyllis Chapman, Lee Tal- 
mo, Samja Daou, Richard Vogner, John Tobin, John 
Payne and Norm Solvay. 

Banis called Justice’s program “quality” and 
said, “It’s appalling that the city and the community 
are not willing to provide for children...the area is 
ideal.” 

Chapman pointed out why the historic house - to 


Jury selection 
completed for 
Percell trial 

Elton “Butch” Sims, who is the prosecutor 
in the Jeffrey Stephen Percell case that is being 
tried in Los Angeles Superior Court in Van Nuys, 
reported Tuesday that the jury has been selected. 

Percell is charged with the double murder 
of his parents, Doris and John Percell of Sierra 
Madre. 

Sims said that they are going through the 
“search and seizure,” investigating whether or 
not the Sierra Madre Police recovered evidence 
in the home unlawfully. “Then I will start put¬ 
ting on evidence,” Sims said. 

This is the beginning of the trial that has 
been postponed and continued several times since 
the preliminary hearing on May 24,1989. 

Percell gave himself up on Dec. 13, 1988, in 
Burlington, Vt., after the bodies of his parents 
were discovered in their home on Liliano Dr. in 
Sierra Madre on Nov. 16, 1988. The Percells 
were found bound, gagged and shot. 

After a fight, Jeffrey Percell was extradited 
in April 1989, and has been incarcerated since. 

Judge Beauford H. Phelps is on the bench 
in this trial. 
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be restored by the Justices for the day care center - 
should be saved. She is concerned that the house 
might be torn down by developers if the day care 
center is not allowed there. 

Others pointed to the fine care their children re¬ 
ceive at the Justices’ day care center. Little Learners, 
in Pasadena. 

On the opposing side Michelle Enriguez spent 
several minutes, reciting all the reasons why a day 
care center does not belong at that location, in her 
opinion. “Once the day care center gets in there, 
there’s no stopping it,” she said. 

Dick Snider, Marjorie Mund, Jenny Cook and 
Tom Acker are concerned about the “serious traffic 
problem” already present on Sierra Madre Blvd, they 
said. 

Robert Barbera suggested that added resources - 
police and fire - should be measured. 

Walter Richter said he loves day care centers. 
“1 also love mothers and babies. However, there are 
serious questions here. Is the real issue the day care 
center or to save the historic house?...If you turn 
down the day care center is that the end of the house? 
No. The house is too valuable...Let’s dispose of the 
emotional issue of the house...Don’t let the scare 
tactics of losing the home impact your vote.” 

Georgie Graham, Chris Snider, Patrice Cantrell 
and Bob Baglia also spoke. 

The decision will be made by the City Council 
at next week’s meeting.

SM Police file two counts felony 
vehicular manslaughter 


Sierra Madre Police filed two counts of vehicular 
manslaughter felony against Roger Wayne Gunnels 
recently and the suspect remains in custody. 

Gunnels, 32, of Temple City, was arrested fol¬ 
lowing a one-car accident on Jan. 28 in which Bonnie 
Jean McNeal of San Gabriel was killed. She died of 
head wounds when the car, in which she was a passen¬ 
ger, went out of control and hit a tree at 180 S. Mich- 
illinda in Sierra Madre. She was 31 years old. 

The preliminary hearing for Gunnels will be in 


one or two weeks, according to Police Chief Bill Betts. 
The date of the trial is still unknown. It will be in 
Superior Court in Pasadena. 

Gunnels was under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs, according to police, at the scene of the accident. 

The auto was southbound on Michillinda when 
the accident happened at 10:35 p.m. 

This is the second vehicular fatality in Sierra 
Madre in a 12-month period. Chris Stanton was killed 
at Auburn and Carter several months ago.

City Council hears appeal for Acacia structure

At last Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting, 
the structure at 590 Acacia was on the agenda once 
more, as an appeal from the Planning Commission’s 
determination that the structure being built exceeds 
Sierra Madre’s height limitations and contains an il¬ 
legal third story in violation of the Sierra Madre Mu¬ 
nicipal Code (SMMC). 

The City Council had previously sent this matter 
to the Planning Commission, after issuing an im¬ 
mediate stop work order on the project at its meeting 
in December. 

David Gernsbacher, attorney for the owner/de- 
veloper, Viken Mankerian, challenged the Planning 
Commission’s determinations as being “without jur¬ 
isdiction, basis in law or fact and otherwise improper, 
erroneous and inconsistent.” He also challenged the 
decision since one of the commission members. Bill 
Garr Jr., is the son of the Bill Garrs Sr. who head up

the Valle Vista Property Rights Protective Associa¬ 
tion, who supported the Planning Commission deci¬ 
sion. 

In response to the developer’s appeal, and in sup¬ 
port of the previous action by the council and Plan¬ 
ning Commission, was another attorney who is join¬ 
ing Bob Carter in representing the Valle Vista and 
Acacia Street residents, William D. Ross. 

Ross stated to the council that he was there to 
“emphasize matters for the record and to exhaust 
administrative remedies on those matters should liti¬ 
gation be necessary.” 

Ross pointed to the height and third story viola¬ 
tions of the project, as found by the Planning Com¬ 
mission. He also stated that the SMMC must be in¬ 
terpreted in a manner to be consistent with the city’s 
General Plan. 

“Neither that interpretation nor the actual struc¬ 
ture itself and its authorization by the original build¬ 
ing permit can be found to be consistent with the 
city’s General Plan,” he cautioned. 

Ross stated that the Planning Commission’s de¬ 
cision as the discretionary body of the city which is 
responsible for interpreting the zoning ordinances, 
is “entitled to great weight.” He also stated that 
Commissioner Garr clearly disqualified himself from 
the proceeding and abstained from voting. His dis¬ 
qualification would comply with any conflict of in¬ 
terest requirements in the Government Code. 

Ross noted to the council that the city would not 
incur any liability to the owner/developer for revok¬ 
ing the building permit, citing many cases and several 
mimicipal immunities contained within the California 
Tort Claims Act, all of which preclude liability. 

“In short, it is well within the police power of 
the city to remedy this situation without incurring 
any liability.” 

He continued, “Approval of (this) type of single¬ 
family development would be destructive to the city s 
General Plan policies...There would be no assurance 


that comparable type of development would not oc¬ 
cur again, which again, would be inconsistent with 
the General Plan and therefore illegal,” Ross said. 

Many residents gathered and spoke against the 
project, including Margaret Buckner and Verna Chil¬ 
ton, who urged the council to affirm the Planning 
Commission’s decision. 

Upon motion of Councilwoman MaryAnn Mac- 
Gillivray, the council continued the matter to its next 
meeting scheduled for Tuesday, Feb. 23, and ordered 
a site inspection for Sunday, Feb. 14. 

Those interested in the outcome of the 590 Acacia 
hearings should plan to attend the City Council meet¬ 
ing next Tuesday, Feb. 23, 6:30 p.m., council cham¬ 
bers. 

Identity of homicide 
victim still unknown 

Authorities are still stumped about the identifi¬ 
cation of the body of the young Asian female that was 
found in Sierra Madre a week ago Sunday evening. 

The partially clad body was dumped slightly be¬ 
fore 7:30 p.m. at 255 Oak Meadow, just off Orange 
Grove. 

“Every effort is being made to determine her 
identity plus even the determination of which Asiatic 
race she belonged to. We think she was probably 
Korean,” Lt. Tom Johnston from the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment told The News Tuesday. 

Very cautious about providing more information 
than was necessary, Johnston said that she was proba¬ 
bly killed at another location and dropped in Sierra 
Madre. 

He also said that she was probably strangled and 
her throat was cut. It “is possible that she was run 
over after the body was dropped,” he continued. 

“As soon as we can obtain a reasonable facsimile 
of a photo we will circulate it to the news media for a 
possible ID,” he concluded.

Last week Assembly- 
man Richard Mountjoy 
(R-Arcadia) introduced 
three bills to curb the flow 
of tax dollars for the sup¬ 
port of illegal aliens. 

“1 find it unconsciona¬ 
ble that our very limited 
tax dollars are paying for 
the education and health 
care of illegal aliens. We 
need to use that money 
to care for legal residents 
of California,” said As¬ 
semblyman Mountjoy. 

A recent study counted 
700,000 illegal aliens and 
an additional 250,000 
children bom to these im¬ 
migrants in Los Angeles 
County as of January 
1992. 

Mountjoy’s AB 149 pro¬ 
hibits the use of tax dol¬ 
lars to educate undocu¬ 
mented aliens. In Los 
Angeles County alone, 
more than $1 billion was 
spent to educate illegal 
aliens and their children 
in the 1991-92 fiscal year. 

AB 150 requires medi¬ 
cal providers who provide 
medical care for illegal 
aliens to report these in¬ 
dividuals to Immigration 
and Naturalization Ser¬ 
vices before state reim¬ 
bursement can be given. 
In Los Angeles County, 
$196 million was spent in 
the 1991-92 fiscal year for 
health care for illegal aliens, 


with 65.5 percent of the 
births in county hospitals 
and 53 percent of the births 
in private hospitals con¬ 
tracting with the county 
to illegal alien mothers. 

Mountjoy’s third bill, 
AB 151, will deny Work¬ 
ers’ Compensation bene¬ 
fits to illegal aliens. “Why 
should an employer see 
his rates rise if he termin¬ 
ates the employment of 
an individual he discovers 
is an illegal alien? That’s 
nonsense,” Mountjoy 
stated. Businesses are 
fleeing California because 
of soaring Workers’ Com¬ 
pensation costs, with post 
termination stress claims 
responsible for a great 
many claims and subse¬ 
quent costs. 

“An employer who dis¬ 
covers an employee is an 
illegal alien ought to be 
praised for opening that 
job to another legal Cal¬ 
ifornia resident, not pen¬ 
alized,” added Mountjoy. 

“Precious tax dollars 
need to be spent to sup¬ 
port our schools, our po¬ 
lice and fire services, our 
needy and to provide other 
essential services for Cal¬ 
ifornia, not for thise who 
have entered the United 
States illegally,” Mount¬ 
joy concluded. 
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• Thanks, Mr. Edison.

Mama Pete a pawn? 

I understand that I am 
being used as a pawn by 
people who are fighting 
the opening of a Day Care 
center on W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. 

I have lived in Sierra 
Madre for 66 years and 
have lived in my present 
home for 58 years and 
have operated my Pre¬ 
school-Day Care Center 
at the same location for 
49 years. 

Twenty-two years after 
I started my child care 
center, an apartment build¬ 
ing with six units was 
built next door to me. I 
have had very little trouble 
with my neighbors during 
my 49 years. My phil¬ 
osophy is if you want to 
be unhappy, that’s OK, 
but you go to your room 
and be unhappy all by 
yourself. You do not 
make everyone else un¬ 
happy. 

Children will cry when 
they are hurt; however, 
after hugs, kisses and 
Band-aids, you stop cry¬ 
ing or go to the quiet room 
and cry all by yourself. 

Children also scream 


and fight over toys. Our 
children are taught to use 
their words to ask for 
turns and to share. If you 
cannot take turns and 
share you both lose the 
toy and have a “time out” 
inside the quiet room. 

I do not tolerate scream¬ 
ing or crying as we have 
a happy place. Time out 
in the quiet room con¬ 
trols all unhappy behavior 
as it is no fun to sit in 
there all by yourself. 

We also have a struc¬ 
tured program where the 
children are never out¬ 
side more than two hours 
at a time. Our daily sched¬ 
ule is: 8-9:30 a.m. - out¬ 
side play on non-rainy 
days; 9:30-10:30 a.m. - 
inside for snacks, stories 
and music; and 10:30- 
11:30 a.m. - one third of 
the children playing out¬ 
side. Others inside for 
lessons and crafts. 11:30 
a.m. - 3:30 p.m. - inside 


for lunch, naps and 
snacks; 3-5:30 p.m., out¬ 
side play when it is not 
raining. 

This makes a total of 
four-and-a-half hours of 
outside activities during 
the entire day. This is less 
outside activity than a 
family with children who 
do not nap, and our chil¬ 
dren are only here five 
days a week, not seven 
days a week. 

I resent being used as 
a pawn in someone else’s 
battle, and I especially re¬ 
sent and object to it being 
said that we have nothing 
but screaming, crying 
children all day long, be¬ 
cause that is not true. 

I love the sound of hap¬ 
py children playing and 
I do not like and will not 
have the sound of scream¬ 
ing, crying or fighting 
children. Our children 
are happy because they 
are kept busy and are 


taught how to get along 
with their friends. 

I want to correct the 
false accusations made 
about my school in order 
to keep someone else out 
of town, as this really has 
nothing to do with me or 
my school.

SOMETHING THERE IS... 

Edited by Shirley A. Rosenkranz 

“Something There Is...” is a marvelous proj¬ 
ect undertaken by Sierra Madre resident and Tem¬ 
ple City High School English teacher Shirley Ros¬ 
enkranz and some of her former students. Begun 
in May 1990, Something There Is...” rolled off 
the presses this week and is available in local shops. 
It is the culmination of a nearly three-year collabora¬ 
tion as well as a learning process for these students. 

The book presents fictitious residents of “Wis¬ 
taria House” in Sierra Madre as they reminisce 
about the recently deceased owner. Each chapter 
is devoted to certain residents and their relation¬ 
ships with the others. Although some transitions 
from past to present and from chapter to chapter 
could be smoother, the story holds together in a 
fairly unified voice, a remarkable feat with the 
number of people writing. Keeping the characters 
in character, and the story flowing between so

Interested students signed up, held brainstorming 
sessions, researched the Pinney House and its real 
residents, then hammered out the story, working 
through weekends, holidays and summer vacations. 
None of these students received school credit or 
monetary compensation - cost of the book covers 
publication costs only. But they gained experience 
in the actual writing process and practical know¬ 
ledge of the English language. They learned how 
to work together towards a common goal, break¬ 
ing down “walls” of conventionalism, such as 
teacher-student roles, much like the characters 
transcended “walls” of their own in the story. 
And they receive the satisfaction of seeing their 
names in print, a goal every writer holds. 

“Something There Is...” captures a true Sier¬ 
ra Madre spirit, one of small-town concern, car¬ 
ing, family spirit, and even a bit of eccentricity. 
There is also a section of recipes at the end. 

By tearing down “walls,” students Bill Kidder, 
George Noh, George Kang, Hayong Hong, Kris¬ 
tine Tang and Herman Choi, with former student 
Le Uyen Pham and parent George Hanft, the last 
two also illustrators for the book, and guided by 
Rosenkranz, create a nifty story out of their own 
relationships they built by putting this book to¬ 
gether.

Cain came from Ron 
Kranzer and Associates, 
a civil engineering firm, 
to work for Sierra Madre. 

He has been a weekend 
backpacker since college 
and met his wife on a trip. 
For the last four-five sum¬ 
mers, Cain has taken 15 


to 20 high school and 
junior high students to 
Yosemite for a backpack¬ 
ing trip. 

“When the students 
leave, they know that 
everything they’re going 
to need for six or seven 
days will have to be car¬ 
ried. That’s about 55 to 
65 pounds. That’s when 
the girls throw out their 
haircurlers,” he said. 

He said that they usual¬ 
ly hike up to 8000 -10,000 
feet. 

Cain also enjoys being 
with his family and ex¬ 
plained that his wife is 
studying to be a lawyer 
while working as a part- 
time dental assistant.

building site. We will 
learn how much we all 
have come to depend on 
“Catch the Spirit.” But 
it will be a great service, 
and well worth the small, 
temporary inconvenience 
of not having the shuttle.

“poor” rich man. This 
man was the victim of de¬ 
ception. It is a deception 
that blinds many even to¬ 
day. He thought that 
storing up wealth for him¬ 
self was the great purpose 
in life. This was his high¬ 
est priority. He thought 
only of “retirement in 
comfort and ease.” How 
this man is like so many 
of us today. In his short¬ 
sighted blindness he had 
failed to look beyond the 
material to the spiritual. 
He had failed to look be¬ 
yond time to eternity. He 
had failed to prepare to 
meet God. Have you 
iru-iVpd beyond retirement? 


Have you prepared to 
meet God? Retirement 
may never come, but you 
wilt certainly stand one 
day to give an account of 
your life before the God 
who made you and placed 
you here in His eternal 
purpose. Have you found 
His purpose? 

Sunday evening’s theme 
will be “The Importance 
of Obedience.” Why is 
“obedience” such a “bad 
word” in my vocabulary? 

I feel guilt because I kind 
of rebel against anyone 
telling me 1 must obey. I 
thought we were saved by 
grace, not by our obedience. 

I thought God loves us no 
matter what we do. Do I. 
really have to obey God 
to be a good Christian? 
If obedience is so impor¬ 
tant, how can 1 call my¬ 
self a Christian and feel 
the way 1 do? Come Sun¬ 
day evening as Pastor 
Anderson helps us see how 
much easier obedience be¬ 
comes when you look at 
it from God’s perspective. 
It will transform obedience 
into a very important and 
wonderful word in your 
vocabulary! 


“You have heard the 
commandment, ‘You shall 
love your countryman but 
hate your enemy.’ My 
command to you is: love 
your enemies, pray for 
your persecutors. This 
will prove you are sons 
of your heavenly Father, 
for his sun rises on the 
bad and the good, he rains 
on the just and the un¬ 
just.” (Mt. 5:43) 

This verse taken from 
next Sunday’s gospel re¬ 
minds us once again that 
as Christians we are called 
to an almost impossible 
task. We must not only 
pray for but, also, love 
our enemies. This idea 
runs counter to our in¬ 
stincts as human beings, 
l o pray for those who dis¬ 
agree with us, to love those 
who ridicule and insult 
us. Impossible. But it is 
what our Heavenly Father 
asks of us. 

The other readings from 
Sunday’s liturgy point up 
the same command. From 
Leviticus 19:17-18 we 
hear “You shall not bear 
hatred for your brother 


in your heart. Though 
you may have to reprove 
your fellow man, do not 
incur sin because of him. 
You shall love your neigh¬ 
bor as yourself. I am the 
Lord.” Then again, from 
I Cor 3:16-23 “Are you 
not aware that you are the 
temple of God, and that 
the Spirit of God dwells 
in you? If anyone destroys 
God’s temple, God will 
destroy him. For the tem¬ 
ple of God is holy and 
you are that temple.” 

This command of broth¬ 
erly love and forgiveness 
is the ideal to which we 
must all aspire. Therein 
lies true peace.

Phineas Taylor Bamum 
was a thoroughly Amer¬ 
ican i^enomenon. In the 
1870s, America was like 
a teenager, longing for 
adulthood, convinced of 
its ability to do anything, 
but suspecting how paro¬ 
chial it was. Barnum 
with his exotic displays 
and shows gave Americans 
things to inspire awe and 
excitement and a sense of 
mystery. In his Ameri¬ 
can Museum in New York 
City he may have displayed 
a stuffed mermaid and a 
lock of Pocahontas’ hair, 
but he also fascinated 
his audience with scientific 
breakthroughs such as 
the sewing machine and 
the electric light. To a 
city hungry for education 
and experience, he brought 
wonders from around the 
world. If his stories about 
them were considerably 
exaggerated, when not 
downright fantasy, what 


did it matter. Hepreadied 
the wonderful variety of 
the world to an isolated 
and ingrown society and 
they swallowed it whole 
and with pleasure. 

When he put his show 
on the road, the Aonerican 
circus became a distinc¬ 
tive institution, happily 
tasteless and strongly ad¬ 
dicting, and those of us 
who remember the enor¬ 
mous tent, where the cheap 
tickets gave you a seat on 
a bale of hay and the an¬ 
imals were near enough 
to smell, will never forget 
it. 

It’s still a lot of fun, 
and groups like Cirque 
du Soliel have turned it 
into an art form, but 
imagine its beginnings in 
a world without recorded 
music, without entertain¬ 
ment radio, without 
movies or television. What 
a flash of noise and daz¬ 
zle it was, full of strange

animals and stranger peo¬ 
ple, and every farm boy 
dreamt of running away 
to join it. 

The musical “Bamum,” 
now at the San Gabriel 
Civic Auditorium, is a 
fitting tribute to old P.T.’s 
life, more as he wished it 
was than with much literal 
accuracy. The basics are 
there: Barnum’s first ex¬ 
hibit, Joice Heth, supposed¬ 
ly 165 years old (Barnum 
presented her as George 
Washington’s nurse), his 
spirited and matter-of-fact 
wife.

But the delights of the 
show are in the witty songs 
and in the treatment of 
Barnum’s life as a series 
of circus acts, filled with 
jugglers, acrobats and 
clowns.

Arcadia eighth graders 
who took the California 
Assessment Program test 
in the spring of 1992 
scored significantly high¬ 
er than both the county 
and the state scores and 
rank in the 90th percen¬ 
tiles statewide, according 
to a report prepared by 
Mildred Burgdorf-Hen- 
nessy, assistant superin¬ 
tendent of educational 
services, for last week’s 
meeting of the Arcadia 
Board of Educators. 

The report also noted 
that in each area (reading, 
mathematics, history/social 
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science, and science, there 
was a drop in Arcadia 
scores when comparing 
1992 to 1989 and 1990. 
However, in all content 
areas but mathematics, 
this same pattern exists 
both in the county and in 
the state scores. 

Another report to the 
board gave an overview 
of the governor’s budget 
proposals, which indicate 
a commitment to main¬ 
tain per average daily at¬ 
tendance revenue limit al¬ 
locations at the same level 
as the current year. How¬ 
ever, the Arcadia Unified 
School District figures it 
will have lost $5.4 million 
in funding over the past 
five years. 

To accomplish school 
funding goals, the budget 
proposes shifting $2.4 
billion dollars of local 
property taxes to K-12 
schools and community 
colleges from local gov¬ 
ernments. 

The board approved an 
AUSD budget develop¬ 
ment calendar, which calls 
for a public hearing and 


adoption of the final bud¬ 
get on June 22. 

In other action, the 
board voted to nominate 
Joann Steinmeier to the 
California School Board 
Association Delegate As¬ 
sembly.
